It is not 
nerally knowa that the Science of As- 
onomy was invented and cultivated by the 
cients for the sole use of Astrologers, 
d for the entire purpose of enabling them 
make Astrological predictions. In short, 
is art was held in such high veneration by 
e ancients, that they seldom engaged in 
y undertaking of importance—or, indeed, 
‘en in the more ordinary affairs of life, 
ithout previously consulting the aspects 
id indications of the heavenly bodies then 
ling; from which, experience, aided by 
ertain rules, had taught them to judge of 
e probability or imprubability of sneceed- 
g ; and even at the present time, the great- 
t part of the nobility of Persia will not 
gage in any matter of importance, or 
gin any new undertaking, without first 
nsulting an Astrologer, or the stars. 

But in modern times, in this country, if 
1y person has expressed his belief in the 
ience, he has cither been considered as 
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wanting to impose on the public, or has 
been treated with contempt and ridicule. 
But with what candor and justice such per- 
sons have been so treated, and from what 
cause they have merited such abuse, we liere 
deem it needless to state; yet we may re- 
mark (what cannot have escaped the most 
common observation), that censure is fre- 
quently the lot of the best and most meri- 
torious ; for as the opinions of men vary. sò 
do their prejudices; and hence many will 
not confess the truth of Astrology, though 
they are at the same time consciuus of an 
overruling influence which they are utterly 
at a loss to account for, by any known ra- 
tional system in their power to project 
If any criticism were offered. it ought to be 
| against such of its professors as really merit 
censure, and not against the theory of As- 
trology itself, But the general maxim is 
to condemn the Science for errors and im- 
proprieties committed by its professors — 
This is very absurd and erroneous. c 
It must certainly be acknowledged (sud 
sorry we are in having to make the states 
ment), that great odium has been cast upon 
the Science in consequence uf errors ang 
injudiciousness ou the part of some of its 
professors ; and it may justly be raid, that 
this has been of more importance and has 


| been the cause of more ifm ent to the 
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Sclence, than altits enemies combi ned could 
ever have effected. We ought however, by 
‘no means, to condemn a’ science because 
‘some who profcss to practise it are cor- | 
‘rupted. What wonld be thought of a per- 
son condemning the principles of religion , 
Dbecause he might fnd in the world a few 
“unjust and hypocritical persons calling them- 
selves. Christians ? It would be very im- 
proper to conchide that the tree was un- 
sonnd because some of its bratiehes were 
decayed. Great mischicf has also been done 
to Astrology from certain persons making 
a profession of it who kave Leen altogether 
uiacguanted with its trne prineipes and 
mes however, in this respect every per- 
gon mast snrely be competent to jnege for 
qiniself, and we may raturally vorcinde that 
when any falsehood or imposition is de- 
tected in the Astrologer by the querist, sueh 
persou would not apply a second time; and 
thus, in a very short time, the Astrologer 
would fall into disrepnte, and he and his pro- 
fession would he entirely deserted. We, 
‘however, feel quite confident that the Science 
only requires the attention of men of talent 
to be universally appreciated. è

Modern Skeptics have been at infinate 
pains to persuade us, that every part of the 
sacred volume, which is replete with intima- 
tion relative to the zmportance of the “heav- 
enly signs,” are a mere jumble of words de- 
void ofmeaning; nay. they willnot even allow 
that the most terrific, or blazing Comet, or 
Brittiant Meteor, has any thing to do with 
povtending er foreshuwing National Calam- 
ites. or the fall of the mighty and tyrannical, 
in which light our ancestors invariably view-

ed them. ‘The Editor of “The New York 
Ledger,” ia alluding to the large comet that 
made usa visit in the Fall of 1858; in the 
No. for the week ending September lith, 
he has the following paragraph : 

“We are soon to have a visit from the great 
comet of Charles V. It has already come within 
the telescopes of the Paris astronomers. Its first 
apperance was in 1264, when it frightened the 
people half out of their senses. It disappeared 
on the 2nd day of October of that year; and as 
Pope Urban IV. died on that very day, a story 
was at once started that his sont had been 
carried off by the comet, from which fact a 
thoroughly aceredited theory of the cause of its 
visit was deduced. Its next appearance was lt 
1556, when it again caused great commotion, as 
the people had not yet found out what harmless 
things these jack o’ lanterns of the skies are. 
Its appearance abont this time,will probably oc- 
easion no alarntin any region where newspapers 
circulate. We are too familiar, in these days, 
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ages, for thousands of years. Ef aya ctrace 
back through history, we shall tind that to- 
markable changes and great calamities, have 
always been foreshadowed by blazin g Comets 
&e. And before this civil war ig settled, 
those of us who may live through it, will find 
out that, the greal comet of 1858 and the 
brilliant meteor of 1860, also this comet 
which is just disappearing, foreshadowed or 
portended those great calamities which are 
now taking place on this continent. 

In the Philadelphia “ Public Ledger” for 
Saturday July 27th, 1861, may be found the 
following paragraph. 

The present comet, which is now scarcely to 
be discerned from an ordincry star as it moves 
along the tail of the Great Bear, is not only sin- 
gular in respect to its sudden and unheralded 
appearance, but it has confused all the theories 
of the philosophers in respect to comets, and 
there have been nearly as many theories as ob- 
served comets. M. Leyener, the distinguished 
astronomer, has been puzzling his brains over it, 
but he is obliged to confess that all the “circuin.” 
stances observed of it are calculated to introduce 
great complications into the theory of comets.” 
He is positive that it is not the Charles V comet, 
and morever like none yet seen. He does not 
know whether it is periodical or not. Appear- 
ances are against its return, for the orbit is 
nearly perpendicular to the plane ofthe ecliptic, 
while those ofthe periodical comets usually form 
avery small angle with the plane. Instead of 
its being hollow like the half ofan egg shell, like 
most of the comets already observed, it pre- 
sents the appearance of a sun composed of fire- 
works, the bent rays of which burn in the same 
sense. Morever, the comet has not drawn near 
to the sun. From ail this we inter that astron- 
omers know very little more about comets than 
unscientific observers, but, being astronomers, 
they may put forth any theory they please with- 
out being laughed at. This is one great privilege 
of learning. 

After such confessions as these, “that 
astronomers know very little more about 
comets than unscientific observers,” and what 
little they do know consists of theories in- 
stead of fucts, “bnt being astronomers they 
may put forth any theory they please with- 
our being laughed at,” tand there have been 
nearly as many theoriesas observed comets,” 
We say, after such confessions as these, what 
does the boasting of Messrs. Harpers sound 
like, that, “befi re science had seized and 
scrutinized the-a, (that is comets.) they por- 
tended dreadful events and toreshadowed 
great changes.” But what shall we say of

now 'so little of such common phenomena as 
tors; but when we reflect that, only a couple 
f hundred years ago, the appearance of the 
eteor of July 20th would have been followed 
y general alarm, and that people throughout 
ie country would have regarded it as the fore- 
inner of pestilence, war, or famine, it will be 
srceived that the world las moved after all.” 
The same authors in their “Weekly” for 
uly 20th, 1861, in speaking of the comet 
atis just leaving us, makes use of this lan- 
lage :— 

‘The comet is a very splendid stranger; and 
other ages would have been regarded at this 
ech as the visable genius of warand confusion. 
‘all the celestial phenomena, comets have al- 
ays been considered the most portentous. Be- 
re science had seized and scrutinized them, 
ey portended dreadful events, or foreshadowed 
eat changes.’’ 

We have yet to learn that science has ever 
en able to alter the laws of nature, or pre- 
nt causes from producing effects. Did Sir 
ane Newton, when he discovered the laws 
gravitation, prevent the Sun from causing 
e differant seasons of the year, such as 
mmer and winter, &c.; or the attraction 
the Moon from giving rise to the ebbing 
d flowing of the tides. Perhaps, Harpers 
ll say, that we understand attraction now, 
d know the laws by which the Moon causes 
e tides to ebb and flow, and the Sun to 
duce ths changing seasons. But not so 
th the comets foreshadowing great changes. 
Before the laws of gravitation were un- 
rstood, our forefathers had noticed certain 
cts in nature. They had noticed that there 
18 2 certain sympathy of the tides with the 
tuses of the Moon, and ofthe seasons of 
e year with the altitudes and positions of 
e Sun. They had likewise noticed that 
ter the appearance of remarkable comets, 
eteors, Ke., that great changes took place, 
nd because we have not yet arrived at that 
ate of knowledge so as to understand the 
ws by which Remarkable Comets, when 
ey transit through our Solar System, pru- 
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Ts say that comets and meteors, have no 
effects. or influences in causing these great 
ehanges or calamities to take “place, Pick 
whey “foreshadow, even according to natural 
philosophy, is equally as absurd as to deny 
the known effeets of the Sun and Moon, or 
any other celestial body, Their appearance 
may, 02 natural principles alone, be account- 
ed as forerunning (and consequently presag- 
ing) remar kable calamities and great 
changes, since their presence must certainly 
derange the system for a time; and as a 

clever astrologer observes, “The ancients, 
though not so “learned as the moderns, were 
more acute in their chservation, and cousid- 
ered blazing comets as the cause of every 
calamity that could aftiict inavkind ; and 
modern observations confirm this opinion.”
